EXTRAORDINAY COLEISION WITH | 
AN ICEBERG. 


The Datly News is’ in receipt of New 
York telegrams of date Nov. 11, containin 
the following particulars have been roceive 
here of a collision betweon the Guion steamer 
Arizona and an iceberg :— 


The Arizona struck the iceberg at 9 or 10 
o’olock on Friday night, on the great, New- 
foundland Bank, 300 miles from St. John's, 
in latitude 47, ‘The longitude is given at 
63, . This is probably .a mistake. The sea 
was calm, the wind from the north, the sky 
somewhat overcast, but. not at all. dark. 
Tho ship was-in charge of the second officer, 
the Captain having left bridge 10 minutes 
before. She was going at 15 knots when 
she étruck head on, recoiled, and struck 
again in the same place, smasbing in about 
15 feet of her bows. There was great dia- 
order among both passengers and orew for a 
few moments but.the Captain soon restored 

niet, The berg is estimated at from 400 

‘cot to 600 fect in diameter, with threo pin- 
nacles 60 or 70 feet above the water. For 
some seconds after the collision there was 
jmminent danger that these masses would 
topple over and crush the ship, but only a 
few tons fell on the deck, ahd, the engines 
being reversed, the Arizona speedily got 
clear, A‘‘boat was thon launched to ox~ 
amine thé extent of tho damage forward. 
The bulkhead was found to be intact. The 
damage was thus confined to the forepeak. 
The violence of the collison was in one way 
fortunate, for much of tho crushed iron was 
broken short off, so: that no plates were 
started aft of the compartment. After con- 
sultation with Mr Guion, managing director 
of the line, who was a passenger, it.was de- 
cided to put back to St. John's, where,. the 
seo continuing smooth and the bulk head 
tight, the vessel arrived on Sunday morning. 
Several of the passengers were thrown down 
by the shock and bruised. Three of the crew 
were slightly injured. In the forecastle,, 
two were scalded. No damage was done to 
the cargo. ‘The Captain of the Anchor Line 
steamer Anchoria. passed on iceberg, Bup- 
posed to be the same, on Wednesday after- 
in lat. 47 6, long. 47 38, 30 miles E. 
of the Banks, estimated to bo 100 feet above 
the water, and 500 feet long. It was 10 
miles distant, but he noticed the differonce 
in the temperature. net

ROYAL GEOGRAPHIOAL SOCIETY. : 


The opening meotinz of the Royal Geo- 
graphical Society for the session of 1879-80 
was held on the 10th ult. in the theatre 
of the London University, Burlington- 
gardens,- The chair was ocoupied by the 
President, the Karl of Northbrook, who 
delivered the inaugural address. 

After somo preliminary observations, the 
President said :—The most 
geographical achievement during our recess 
has been, without doubt, the completion of 
the North Hastern Passage by the Swedish 
Arctio Expedition, under the atrection of 
Professor Nordenskjold, After a success- 
ful and rapid voyazo along the Siberian 
coast in the sunomer of 1878, his ‘exploring 
versel, the Vega, was overtaken by -winter 
near Behting Straits, on the 25th of Sept. 
She waa released from the ics on the 18th 
of July last, and arrived 
thi 1. -jn the name of 
the Society, to offer to Professor Nordens- 
kjéld our hearty. congratulations on his 
success, and to express our hope that he 
would be able to visit England and to give 
us an account of bis voyage. I have heard. 
from Mr Oscar Dickson, of Gothenburg, 
tho munificeat promoter of this great 
undertaking, that he is not expected to 
return to Swaden befor the end of Mareb; 
but that he will no doubt avail himself of 
our invitation, I have every confidence, 
therefore, that we may be able in the course 
of the Spring to give them a hearty welcome 
in this hall, ‘The cruise of Captain Albert 
Markbam, in the Norwegian cutter Isbjorn, 
of only forty tons, and that of Captain Do 
Bruyne, in the little Dutch exploring veasel, 
the Willem Barents, during last summer, 
yield some new and interesting information 
about Nova Zembla, the Barents and Kara 
Soas, and Franz Joseph Land, Captain 
Markbam’s paper will, we hope, be read at 
our next meeting. 
African discovery, the event which most 
neurly concerns ourselves is the lamented 
death, én the 28th of June, of Mr Keith 
Johnston, the leader of the expedition to 
explore. the route from .

BABY IN PARTIBUS. 
- Tho Empire has done less for Anglo Indian 


Babies than for any class of the great exile | 


community. Legislation provides them with 
neither rattle nor coral, ptivilege-leave nor 
pension. Papa has.a Raja and Star of India 
to psy with ; Mamma the Warrant of Pre- 
cedence and the Hill Captain; but Baby 
has nothing—not even a missionary; Baby 
is without the amusement of the meanest 
cannibal, a : 

Baby-is debarred from the society of his 
compatriots, His father is eramped and 
frozen with the chill cares of office; his 
mother is deadened by tho gloomy routine 


of economy and fashion; custom lies upon | 


her with a weight heavy as frost and deop 
almost as life; the fountains of ‘natural 
fancy and mirth are frozen over; so Baby 
lisps his dawn pans in soft Oriental accents, 
wakening harmonious echoes among those 
impulsive and impressionable children of 
Nature that masque themselves in the black 
slough of Bearers and Ayahs; and Baby 
blubbers in Hindustani.

MORAL SWINDLERS. 


(From “ Tmpreasions of Theophrastus Such,” 
by, George Eliot.) 


It is a familiar example: of irony in the 
degradation of words that ‘ what 2 man is 
worth” has come to mean how much 
money: he possesses; bot there seems a 
deeper and more melancholy irony in the 
shrunken meaning, that popular or polite 
speech assigns to ‘morality and “ mor- 
als.’ The poor part these words are made 
to play recalls the fate of those pagan 
divinities who, after being understood to 
rulo the powers of the air and the destinies 
of men, came down to the level of insigni- 
ficant demons, or were even made a farcical 
show for the amusement of the multitude. 

Talking to Melissa in a time of com- 
mercial trouble, I found her disposed to 
speak pathetically of the disgrace which 
had fallen on Sir Gavial Mantrap, becauso 
of his. conduct in relation to the Eocene 
Mines, and to other companies ingeniously 
devised by him for the punishment of 
ignorance in people of small means: a 
disgrace by which the poor titled gentle- 
man was actually reduced. to live in com- 
parativo obscurity on his wife's settlement 
of one or two hundred thousand in the

‘I should have. thought you 
would rather be sorry for Mantrap’s 
victims—the widows, spinsters, and hard- 
working fathers whom’ his unscrupulous 
haste to make himself rich has cheated of 
all their savings, while he is eating well, 
lying softly, and after impudently juatify- 
ing himuelf before the pnblic, is perhaps 
joining in the General Confession with o 
sense that he is an acceptable object in the 
sight of God, though decent men rofuse to 


‘meet him.” 


“Ob, alt that abont the Companiea, I 
know, was most unfortunate. In com- 
merce people are led to do so many things, 
and he might not know exactly how every- 
thing would turn out. But Sir Gavial 
made a good use of his money, and ho is-a 
thoroughly moral man.” : 

“What do you mean by ‘a thoroughly 
moral man ?” said I, . : 

“Oh, 'I suppose .every one means the 
same by that,” said Molissa, with a slight 
air of rebuke. “ Sir Gavial 1s an oxcellent 
family man—quite blameless there; and so 
charitable round his place at Tiptop.. Very 
different from: Mr. Barabbas, whose lifo, 
moy husband tells me, is most objectionable, 
with actresses and that sort of thing. I 
think a man’s morals should make s 
difference to us. .I’m not sorry for Mr, 
Barabbas, but I am sorry for Sir Gavial 
Mantrap.” 

I will not repeat my answer to Melissa, 


“for I fear it was offensively brusque, my 


opinion being that Sir Gavial was the moro 
pernicious scoundrel of the, two, since his 
name for virtue served as an effective part 
of o swindling apparatus; and perhaps I 
hinted that to call such 4 man moral skow-~ 
ed rather a. silly notion of human affairs. 
In fact, I bad an angry wish to’ be 
instructive, and Melissa, as will sometimes 
happen, noticed my anger without appro- 
priating my instroction, for I have since 
heard that she speaks of me as rather 
violent-tempered, and not over striot in my 
views of morality. - 

I wish that this narrow use of words 
which are wanted in their full meaning 
were confined to women like Melissa. 


Seeing’ that Morality and Morals under ; 


theif alias of Ethics are the subject of 
yoluminous discussion,and their true basis 
asing-matte i i ia 
the most famous book ever written on 
Ethics, and forming a chief study in our 
colleges, alli s ethical with political science 
or that which tréats of the constitution and 
prosperity.of States, one might expect that 
edtcated men, would find reason ‘to avoid 
8 perversion of langaage which lends. itself 
to no wider view of life than that of village’ 
gossips. Yet I find even respectable histo- 
rians of our own. snd of foreign countries, 
after showing ‘that a king was treacherous,” 
rapacious, and ready. to sanotion gross 
aches inthe adnninistrati justicg, 
end by praising him for -his pure moral 
character, by which‘one must suppose them 
to mean that he was not-lewd nor debauch- 
ed, not the Spropean ‘twin of the typical 
Indian poténtate whom Macaulay dekcribes 
as passing his: life in’ chewing bang and 
fondling dancing-girls. And since we are 
sometimes told of such maleficent . kings- 


that. they were religious, we arrive at the 


curious result that the most serious wide- 
reaching duties of man. lie quite outside 
both Morality. and Religion—ths one of 
thead consisting in not. keeping mistresses 
{and \perhaps not drinking too much), and 
the otter in . certain. ritual otions 
with God which can be carried on equally 
well side by side. with the basest conduct 
towards. men, 2 With ‘such 4 classification 
as this it is no woider, considering the 
strong reaction of language on thought, 
that many minds, dizzy: with indigestion of 
recent. science end philosophy, are far to 


the deepest needa and affectiona of our 
nature, The informal definitions of populat 
Innguago aro the only medium through 


which theory really affects the mass of - 


minds evon among the nominally educated; 
and when a man whose business hours, the’! 
solid part of every day, spent in an | 
unscrupulous course of public or private | 
action which has every calculable’ chance 
of causing widesproad injury and miséry, 
can be called moral becauso be comes home 
to.dino with his wifo and cherishes the 
happiness of his own hearth, the augury is 
not good for the use of high ethical and 
theological disputation. - : “ 
Not for one moment would one willingly 
loge sight of the troth that the relation 
of the sexes and the primary ties 
of kinship are the deepest roots of 
haman wellbeing, but to make thom. by 
themgelves the equivalent of morality is 
verbally to cut off the channels of fooling 
through which they aré the fecders of that 
wellbeing. They aro the original fountains 


.| of a sensibility to the claims of others, 
-| which is the bond of societies; but boing 


necessarily in tho first instance a private 
good, thero is always the danger that in- 
dividual selfishness will see in them only 
the best part of its own gain; just as 
knowledge, navigation, commerce, and all 
the conditions which are of ‘A nature to 
awaken men’s consciousness of their mutual 
dependence and to make the svorld one 
great society, are the occasions of selfish, 
unfair action, of war and oppression, so 
long as the public conscience or chief force 
‘of fecling’and opinion is not uniform and 


have a human. face or not-is of little 
consequence, Ono is, the notion that 
there is a radical, irreconcilable opposition 
between intellect and morality. Ido not 
mean the simple statement of fact, which 
overybody knows, that remarkably abla 
mon have had vory faulty morals, and havo 
outraged public feeling even at its ordinary 
standard; but the ie Leipai that the 
ablest intellect, the highest goning, will seo 
through morality asa sort of twaddlo for 
bibs. and tuckcrs, a doctrine of dulness, a 
mere incident in human stupidity. Wo 
begin to understand the acceptance of this 
foolishness by’ considering that wo live in 


a society where we may hear a treachorous 


monarch, or a ‘malignant and lying po. 
litician, or a man who uses cither official 
or literary powcr as an instrament of his 
rivate partiality or hatred, or a manu- 
acturer who deviees the falsification of 
wares, ora trader who deals in virtueless 
sead-graina, praised or compassionated 
becauso of his excellent moralg, Clearl: 

if. morality meant no moro than suo 

decencies as are practised by these poison- 
ous mombers of society, it would ba possi- 
ble to say, without suspicion of light- 
headedness, that morality lay aloof from 
the grand stream of human ‘affairs, as 9 
small channel fed by the stream and not 
missed from it... While this form nonsense 
is conveyed in the popular uso.of words, 
there must be plenty of well-dressed 
ignorance at leisure to ran through a box 
of books, which will fool itself initiated in 
the freemagonry of intollect by a view of 


strong enough in its insistance on what is 
demanded by the general welfare. And 
among the infivences that must retard a 
right publics judgment, the degradation of 
words which involve praise and blame will 
be reckoned worth protesting againet by 
every mature observer. To rob words of 
half their meaning, while they retain-their 
dignity as qualifications, is like allowing to 
men who have lost half their faculties the 
same high. and perilous command which 
they won in their timo of vigour; or like 
selling food and seeds after fraudulently 
abstracting their best virtucs: in each case 
what onght to be beneficently ane is 
fatally enfeebled, if not empoisoned.' Until 
wo have altered our dictionaries and have 
found some other- word than morality to 
stand in popular use for the duties of man 
to man, let us refuse to accept.as moral 
the contractor-who-enriches himself by 
using large machinery to make pasteboard 
soles pass as leathor for the feet of unhappy 
conscripts fighting at ‘misorable odds 
against invaders: let us rather call hima 
miscreant, though he were the tenderest, 
most faithfal of husbands, and contend 
that his own experience of home happiness 
makes his reckless infliction of suffering on 
others all the more atrocious, Let us 
refuse to accept as moral any political 
leader who should allow his.conduct io 
relation to great issues to. be determined 
by egoistic passion, and boldly say that he 
would be less immoral evon though he were 
ag lax in his personal habits as Sir Robert 
Walpole, if at the same time his. sense of 
the public welfars wore supreme in his 
mind, quelling all pettier impnises beneath 
& magnanimous impartiality. And though 
‘we were to find haps that class of 
journglists who live by recklessly reporting 
injurious rumours, insinuating the blackest 
motives in opponents, doscanting at large 
and with an sir of infallibility on dreams 
which they both find and interpret, and 
stimulating bad feeling between nations by 
abusive writing which is as empty of real 
conviction as the rage of s pantomime 
king, and would be ludicrous if its effects 
did not make it appear diabolical—though | 
we were to find among these a man who 
was benignancy itself in his own circle, a 
healer of private differences, a soother in 
private calamities, let us pronounce him 
nevertheless flagrantly immoral, a root of: 
hideous cancer in the commonwealth, turn- 
ing the channels of instruction into feeders 
of social and political disease. 
‘In opposite ways’ one sces bad effecta 
likely to be encouraged by this narrow use 
of the word morals, shutting out from its 
meaning half those actions of a man’s life 
which tell momentously on the wellbeing 
of his fellow-citizens, and on the prepara- 
tion-of a future for the children growing 
up around him.. Thoroughness of work- | 
manship, care in the execution of every 
task undertaken, as if if wero the accept- 
ence of a trust which it. would be 2 breach 
of faith not to discharge well, is a form of 
duty 50 momentous that if it were to dic 
out from the feeling and practice of a 
people, all reforms of institutions would be 
elpless to create national prosperity and 
national happiness. Do we desire to see 
public spirit penetrating all classes of the 
cree and affecting every man’s con- 
duct“so that he shall make neither the 
saving of his soul nor any other private 
saving an excuse for indifference to the. 


life which might take for a Shaksporian 
motto— : 


“ Fair is fonl and font is fair, 
+ Hover through the fog and filthy air". 


and will. find itself easily. provided with 
striking conversation by the rule of revers- 
ing all the judgments on good and evil 
which have come to be the calendar and 
olock-work of society. But let our habitual 
talk give-morals their full {moaning as the 
condicé which, in every human relation, 
would follow from -the “fullest knowledge 
and the fullest sympathy—a meaning per- 
petually corrected ‘and enriched by a mors 
thorough appreciation of dependence in 
things, and a finer sensibility to both 
physical and spiritual fact—nnd this ridicu- 
Jous ‘gscription of superlative power to 
minds which have no ‘effective awe-inspir- 
ing vision of the human lot, no response of 
understanding~ to the ‘connection between 
duty ond the material processes by which 
the world is kept habitable. for cultivated 
man, will be tacitly discredited without any 
neod to cite the immortal names that all 
are obliged to take os the measure of in- 
tellectual rank and highly-charged gonius, 

Suppose 4 Frenchman—I mean no dis- 
respect to the great French -nation, for all 
nations are afflicted ‘with their: peouliar- 

arasitic growths, which are lazy, hungry 
‘orms, usually characterised by ‘a dispro- 
portionste swallowing apparatus: suppose 
8 Parisian who. should shuffle down the 
Boulevard with a soul ignorant of the 
gravest cares and the deepest tenderness of 
manhood, and a frame moro or less fevered 
by debsuchory, mentally polishing into 
atmost refinoment of phrase and rhythm 
verses which were an: enlargement on that 
Shakspérian motto, and worthy of the most 
expensive title to be furnished ‘by. the| 
vendora of such antithetic ware as Les mar 

guerites de U'linfer, or Les délices de Beétzé 

buth. This supposed porsonage might 
probably enongh. regard his negation of 
those moral sensibilities which make half 
the warp and woof of human. history, his 
indifferonce to the hard thinking and hard 
handiwork of life, to which he owed even 
his own gauzy mental garments with their 
spangles of poor paradox, as the royalty of 
genius, for we aro used to witness such 
self crowning in many forms of montal 
alienation; but he‘ would not, I think, be 
taken, even by his own generation, as a 
living proof that there can exist such a 
combination as that of moral stupidity and 
trivial emphasis of personal indulgence 
with the large yet finely discriminating 
vision which marks tho intellectual masters , 
of our kind. Doubtless. there -are.many_ 
sorts of transfiguration, and a man. who 
has come to be worthy of all gratitude and 
reverence may have had his swinish period,

for any injury which a packet may sustain 
during its transmission, 

To'guard against such injury all postal 
packets which are likely to suffer from 
stamping or from great pressure should be 
placed in strong covers; and even with this 
precaution uo fragile article should bo sent 


through the Post, lt should be remembered |. 


that every packet bas to be handled several 
times; that it is exposed to cousiderable 
pressure and friction in the mail bag ; and 
that, whenever the bay bas in the course of 
ita tranamiasion to be transferred by means 
of the railway apparatus, tho risk of injury 
is much increased. 

-Novinformation can be given. respecting 
lettera which pass through a Post Office 
except to the persons to whom they are 
addressed ; and in no other way is official 
information of a private character allowed 
to be made public. -A Postmaster may, 
however, give an address if he has no reason 
to believe that the person whose address it 
is would disapprove of his doing so.

Postmasters are not bound to welghany 
letters or other packets for the public, but 
they may do so ff their duty be not thereby 
impeded. : 


The practice of sealing letters passing to 
and from the East and West Indies, and 
other countrios with hot climates, with wax 
(except such as is epecially prepared), is 
attended with much ‘inconvenience, and 
frequently with serious injury, not only to 
the letters so sealed but to the other letters 
in the mail, from the melting of the wax and 
adhesion of the letters to each other. The 
public are therefore recommended, in all 
suo cases, to use either wafers or gum, and 
to advise thelr correspondents iu the coun- 
tries referred to, to do the same. 


The registration of, packet makes its 
travsmission much more secure, inasmuch 
as, undér ordinary circumstances, a regis- 
tered packet can be traced through its whole 
course; and thus-the loss of a registered 
arate is a very rare occurrence. . Neverthe- 
ess large sums of money or other articles 
of great value should not be sent through 
the post, even if the packet be registered; as 
the machinery of the Department is not 
arranged with a view to auch transmission.

_. 1. Lhat the sender duly observed all the 
conditions of Registration require. 

2, That the letter was acourely enclosed 
in a reasonably strong eavelope. 

8, That application was made to the

tmediately the loss was discovered, the 
envelope being invariably. forwarded with 
such application unless it alao is lost, .. 
‘4; ‘bat the Postmaster General is satis- 
fied that the loss occurred whilst whe corres-
